Kappa  Lambda  was  formed  in  1921  by  a 
small  group  of  men  who  felt  the  greek  system  at 
UNR  was  lacking.  The  founding  members  were 
Lincoln  Hall  residents  and  eventually  took  over  that 
building  for  a  short  period  of  time.  Founded  with  a 
spirit  of  irreverence  and  camaraderie,  Kappa 
Lambda  quickly  out  grew  Lincoln  Hall  and  pur- 
chased two  houses  on  University  Terrace.  The 
current  chapter  house  sits  on  the  land  occupied  by 
the  original  chapter  house,  which  was  torn  down 
and  rebuilt  in  1 959.  The  pledge  house  still  remains 
in  its  original  condition  and  is  now  occupied  by  the 
Tau  Kappa  Epsilon  fraternity. 

The  men  of  Kappa  Lambda  never  took  them- 
selves very  seriously;  they  thought  of  themselves 
as  a  foil  to  the  hard  nosed,  hard  hazing  fraternities 

that  were  on  campus  at  the  time.  Many 
people  were  curious  about  what  the  letters 
Kappa  Lambda  meant  and  for  what  the  fra- 
ternity stood.  The  men  of  Kappa  Lambda 
would  always  answer  cryptically  that  the  let- 
ters meant  nothing  at  all,  and  people  should 
quit  asking. 

In  time,  after  much  growth  and 
progress,  the  men  of  Kappa  Lambda  de- 
cided it  was  time  to  take  on  a  national  iden- 
tity. They  found  that  the  ideals  of  Lambda 
Chi  Alpha  most  closely  fit  their  own.  In 
1928  they  applied  to  become  a  chapter  of 
Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  and  in  1929  they  were 

granted  their  charter.  On  March  30th,  1929  the  Epsilon  lota  Chapter 
was  installed  with  Letus  Wallace  as  its  first  initiate  and  president. 

Relics  still  remain  from  Kappa  Lambda.  A  wooden  plaque  with 
the  bronze  letters  Kappa  Lambda  still  sits  above  the  fireplace.  The 
Kappa  Lambda  initiation  ritual,  the  petition  to  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  in 
1928  to  become  a  chapter,  pictures  and  names  of  men  from  Kappa 
Lambda,  and  minutes  from  a  Kappa  Lambda  chapter  meeting  are  all 
in  the  Getchell  Library  archives. 

The  housing  corporation  now  bears  the  name  Kappa  Lambda  in 
honor  of  those  men  who  made  it  possible  to  bring  Lambda  Chi  Alpha 

to  Reno.
